RECALL OF JUDGES. 
President Taft Sends a Letter to 
Chairman Flood, of the Territories, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. 
WASHINGTON, April 13.— President 
Taft has outlined briefly his opposi- 
tion to the recall of judges provided 
for in the Constitution of Arizona, in 
a letter to Chairman Flood of the 
House Committee on Territories. His 
letter was in answer to a verbal pro- 
posal made by Mr. Flood several days 
ago that legisiation be enacted reliev- 
ing the President of the necessity fey 
passing upon the Arizona Constitution, 
and putting the responsibility for its 
approval or disapproval up to Congress 
ne. 
President expIhined to Mr. Flood, 
it was said at the White House to- 
day, that if such a resolution were 
and sent to him, his approval 
would practically mean an approval 
of the Arizona Constitution and the 
recall of judges. The President ex- 
plained, however, that at present he did 
not Bnow what position he mint 
take if such a resolution were sub-

“That price is too high,” Mr. Sulli- 
van is alleged to have said. e se- 
curities in question are not negotiable 
and are yalueless to anyone e t 
the Bancrofts.

GUA PRIETA (Mex.) April 13.—- 
A (Via Douglas, Ariz.) During a 

battle, which lasted all afternoon 
and which resulted in the capturing 
of this city by the rebels, commanded 
by “Red” Lopez, American troops 
cros#ed the border and stopped the 
fighting. 

The action was taken after one man 
had been killed and several wounded 
in Douglas. The continued firing was 
endangering the lives of Americans on 
United States territory. Douglas was 
under constant fire for three houra.

The dead: Robert Harrington, J. C. 
Edwards, fighting with the insurrectos.

RANCHERS REGAIN PROPERTY.

The attention of the Mexican authori- 
ties was called today to the condition 
of the Inter-California Railroad and 
the damage to the irrigation canals of 
the California Development Company 
occasioned by the practical reign of 
terror imposed by the insurrectos, The 
Inter-California Railroad was operated 
between Calexico and Yuma in an ir- 
regular fashion after January 29, when 
the rebels captured the town, until 
February 16, when the insurrectos dy- 
namited the bridges and warned the 
rallroad company to discontinue the 
operation of the railroad, 

After the bridges were blown out 
at Calexico, General Manager A. F. 
Andrade continued operating the line 
between Packard and Yuma. Trains 
were captured or wrecked, but Andrade 
continued until the Mexican govern- 
ment ordered operations stopped March 
15, since which time the entire line 
has been idle. 

Andrade has not been allowed to 
carry out plans for the reconstruction 
of the part of the line destroyed. Much 
damage has been done to buildings and 
other parts of the property while the 
rebels have been occupying the terri- 


tory. ‘ 
While no attempt has been made to 
work any damage to the canal system 
of the California Development Com- 
pany, the property has suffered because 
of the inability to proceed with the 
$20,000 expenditure necessary to main- 
tain the efficiency of the system. While 
no effort has been made by the in- 
surrectos to prevent work on the sys- 
tem, despite the best efforts of W. H. 
Holabird, receiving manager of the 
company, who has been in the fleld here 
since the trouble started, it has been 
reason of the fear of the insurrectos, 
impossible to induce men to work, by 
Gen. Tasker H. Bliss, commanding 
the Department of California, and his 
aide, Lieut.

Dean was the first witness examined 
when the inquiry opened this morning 
before Judge Mogan, and under the 
questioning of the judge and Attorney 
Mackenzie he tangled himself in a maze 
of contradictions. 

After repudiating many of the state- 
ments he made on Tuesday last he told 
go many extraordinary and practically 
impossible things that the patience of 
Judge Mogan came to an end and he

She 
told him she wanted to buy her auto- 
mobile and that on the strength of hia 
promises she had bargained for the 
machine. 

She says he spoke in a very cross 
and ungentlemanly manner and told 
her “nothing doing.” She then went 
to an attorney, who forced Bailey, ac- 
cording to her statement, to give a 
list of the margins on stock which he 
told her he had bought and at the 
Same time Bailey gave her a written 
statement agreeing to pay her $10 a 
month for thirty-six months, which 
was the interest on $1500, admiccing, 
she says, that he owed her that 
amount, but making no promise to re- 
fund her the money. At the same 
time, she says Bailey took away with 
him the receipts which he had given 
her for the moneys as he received 
them. The only evidence which she 
now has that she paid hkn the money 
is her paid checks on the First Na- 
tional Bank.
